Our destination was to see the Golden Spike that memorializes where 
the final segment of the 800+ mile long Arizona National Scenic Trail was 
completed in 2011. We planned to continue past the Golden Spike, over 
the mountains, to the Train Trestle that crosses the Gila River. The entire 
hike is about 8 miles roundtrip, ideal for experienced day hikers. 
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Turn RIGHT off of Kelvin 
Road to Trailhead 








ee » At the railroad 
it tracks on AZ State 
Route 1/77, turn 
WEST on Kelvin 
Road, and watch 
for the Cactus 
mailbox. 
Turn RIGHT at the 
street and head 
along dirt road to 
the Trailhead. 


The trailhead 
provides safe 
parking. Water 
jugs are usually 
available to top 
off your supply. 
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There is a large 
sign with details 
about the trail. 
GO RIGHT from 
the sign to the 
road, and find the 
GATE for the 
Arizona Trail.
